10 front of the fire place, vacat- 
ed while the fire was so hot. 
These young women came in 
and quietly sat down on those 
three chairs, The preacher 
went on with his discourse un- 
molested fora Htthe while. 
When suddeily an unseen 
power lifted the middle young 
woman from her seat and de- 
liberately laid her laid leneth- 
wise In the fire place on those 
live coals like alow of wood. 
Brother 


Cartwright said he 
was crowded in behind his lit- 
tle table, but he jumped over 
the tableand snatehed the wo- 
mab from the burning embers 
supposing she would be burnt 
inamoment. The coals stuck 
to her hair and dress and after 
he got her out he brushed the 


live ccels of fire off with his 
hand and he afterward testified 
that there was not even the 
smell of fire on her hair or gar. 
ments, 

This was certainly a sensational 
demonstration of the power of 
God- 

When | came home this 
week it was told me that Geo. 
Hensley and M. $8. Haynes 
were holding a meeting in the 
the tabernacle in South Cleve- 
land.
